the m ost favorable im pression pos­ 
sible in the U nited Nations. 
T h u s having the onus of prolong­ 
ing the P alestine fighting shifted 
•uddenly to their shoulders alone, 
the A rabs w ere put on the spot in 
the U. N. and in world public opin­ 
ion. 
It w as a clever diplom atic m aneu- 
re r on the p a rt of the Jew s but, 
• t least at the outset of this new 
line of circum stances, 
the Arabs 
w ere having none of it. They re ite r­ 
ated th eir determ ination to w rest

DAIRYING: 
To a Crisis 
While the U. S. dairy industry 
w as busy prom oting its 12th a n ­ 
nual June D airy Month for the p u r­ 
pose of selling m ore milk, butter, 
cheese and ice cream it also was 
taking a long, critical look behind 
the scenes and not liking w hat it 
saw'. 
Industry 
analysts 
had 
spotted 
w hat ap peared to be a dangerous 
trend. 
In its 
sim plest form the 
trend could be defined as an in­ 
exorable increase in the U. S. popu­ 
lation. 
At the root of the problem was 
a stubbornly entrenched economic 
condition whose factors were the 
war. 
w idespread 
hunger 
abroad 
and dom estic inflation. 
Continuing high prices for beef 
and veal have been instrum ental in 
sending m any dairy cows or poten­ 
tial dairy cow's to the slaughter 
house. 
Too m any A m erican dairy 
farm e rs have discovered how they 
could 
reduce 
their 
herds- d ra s ti­ 
cally, put m ore land into m o ney­ 
m aking 
grain 
crops, 
realize 
a 
g re ater profit and still have m ore 
leisure time. 
Adding those 
conditions to the 
fact that during the past few years 
the nation has experienced about a 
45 per 
cent increase in its birth 
rate, the dairy industry cam e up 
with a 
grim conclusion: 
If these 
circum stances 
continue 
at 
the 
present 
rate, 
and there 
is every 
likelihood that they will, by 1952 the 
U. S. will be approaching the criti­ 
cal point at which it no longer wiil 
be able to produce enough milk to 
satisfy its own needs. 
That, 
according 
to some p rog ­ 
nosticators, m ight m ean strict r a ­ 
tioning in a land which hitherto had 
literally 
flowed 
with 
milk 
and 
honey.

The 
illegibility

the unim portance of their contents 


Let me illustrate from one with 
a w orn leath er cover which I have 
at hand. 
It is dated 1914. a good 
y e a r for a diary, but a bad diarv 
for the world. 
The record of war 
day* should have been chronicled 
d ram atica lly 
as the beginning of 
the end of an epoch, an epoch which 
breathed its last in the m idst of 
another w ar. 
But did my record do 
that? 
L et's look at Ju n e 29, 1914. 


were no better than those bad old 
ones insofar as my habits and con­ 
duct w ere concerned, for an honest 
diary certainly has to be well edit 
ed to conceal one's true character. 
You note in its pages som e high 
resolve or noble undertaking which 
was m ore im portant to you at the 
m om ent of recording than the open­ 
ing of the P a n a m a canal or the re ­ 
sult of a presidential election. 
In 
a short y ea r you read it over and 
are 
utterly 
unable 
to 
recall 
the 
slightest 
thing 
about 
the 
events 
chronicled. 
Som etim es my old diaries, dven 
though 
they 
record 
no 
event of 
g ieat historical significance, sound 
quite timely. 
F o r exam ple on Oc­ 
tober 3, 1914: 


“ Not much doing. 
I don't seem 
to be able to save my m oney.” 
. . . October 8: 
“The Belgian 
secretary 
appears, 
we consum e 
quantities of beer and tells me his 
life story — a bore, hut business.” 
(Just the weary 
rout ne of the 
hard-working reporter) 


Fortunately my space is running 
out. 
Nothing is m ore interesting 
to w rite or read about than oneself. 
Nothing is less interesting to anyone 
else. 
But I wish to prove my point, 
nam ely, th at no m a tte r how im p o r­ 
tant diary-keeping m ay have been 
for the Churchills, the M arco Polos 
or 
the 
Plutarchs, 
and 
perhaps 
therefore as harm ful as im portant, 
mine was neither. 
And I m arvel that any new s­ 
man, press or radio, who lives 
in the m idst of alarm s, who “ was 
there” 
when 
m ost 
things 
hap­ 
pened and told all In breathless 
detail via the copy-dosk or m icro­ 
phone to 
m illions of 
wide-eyed 
readers or listeners would ever 
think of writing it down after­ 
ward. 
Note for instance a recent diary 
entry 
for June 5, 
1917. 
which a 
b rin ie clipping 
of even date d e ­ 
clares not only vibrantly but with 
perfect inexactitude “ m ay go down 
in history as the day of the begin­ 
ning of the real peace after World 
W ar II.” 
(Lest you have forgotten, 
th at was the day S ecretary of S ta 4e 
G eorge 
C. 
M arshall 
proposed 
at 
H arv ard university a new approach 
to 
E uropean 
rehabilitation 
which 
later 
becam e 
the 
M arshall 
plan, 
then E R P. and 
finally the eco ­ 
nom ic cooperation adm inistration.) 


Note my diary for that date: 
“ A m eeting of the Association 
of Radio News A nalysts. 
Kalten- 
born to dinner.” 


F or exam ple, if we owned a ball 
club and som eone had offered us 
three pitchers, 
the odds 
a re we 
would have broken both legs in a 
sprint 
for 
Ewell 
Blackwell,

N ew houser and W arren Spahn. 
Well, it so happens that the last 
tim e 
we 
looked 
we 
discovered 
neither Blackwell 
nor N ew houser 
was am ong the first 40 in his r e ­ 
spective league. 
Both had been blasted an d blis­ 
tered, sta rt after start, in the m a n ­ 
ner of a b race of rookies. 
Also Bob- 
Feller had been chased to the show­ 
ers two or three times. 
Looking over these morbid de­ 
tails we discovered the A thletics 
and Indians leail<ig the league, 
and the Browns playing as well as 
any other team . 
They beat the Y ankees in a g am e 
th at w as taken aw ay from them 
by poor um piring, as far as ey e­ 
sight goes.

His king­ 
dom stretched from India even un­ 
to Ethiopia. His queen, Vashti, re­ 
fused to come before him when he 
had made a feast. 
As a result of 
this refusal, the king ordered young 
m aidens brought before him that he 
might choose a new queen. 
There 
was in the court a Jew, Mordecai, 
who had been brought there from 
Jerusalem . 
He had in his care the 
daughter of his uncle, a beautiful 
maiden, nam ed Esther. Mordecai 
saw here a great opportunity, and 
he brought her before the king She 
was chosen.

N LESS this 
congress docs 
an 
about-face on the social security 
issue, w*hich ap p e ars unlikely, this 
re p o rte r’s opinion is that the q ues­ 
tion of social secur.ty will becom e 
one of the im p ortan t issues in the 
com ing presidential cam paign. 
The social security act goes back 
to 1935, 13 years ago. 
Backbone of 
the ac t w*as the sy stem of Insurance 
through which the governm ent col­ 
lects from the w orker and the e m ­ 
ployer an equal percentage of each 
payroll and at 65 y ears of age the 
em ployee would be eligible for r e ­ 
tirem e n t 
benefits 
based 
on 
his 
earnings. 
Objective of the act was to pro­ 
vide income for aged persons so 
that they need not apply for re­ 
lief. 
Another section of the aet 
provided for old age assistance. 
In 
the 
79th 
congress, 
the 
last 
Democratic controlled 
congress, 
a study was made and an attempt 
fostered to extend the provisions 
of social security but a coalition 
of southern Democrats and Re­ 
publicans prevented action. 
In this congress, Republican con­ 
trolled, all action has been aw ay 
from 
extending 
social 
security 
rather than tow ard increasing its 
provisions. 
Some sources charge 
th at the 
R epublican party would 
like to see the whole act scrapped. 
At any rate this congress has 
been content with “ freezing ' 
so­ 
cial security taxes and has taken 
several 
thousand 
persons 
from 
under the act ra th e r than bringing 
m ore persons under its insurance 
provisions. 
As a result, after 13 years less 
than half of all retired men of 65 
years or more are receiving bene­ 
fits from the old age and sur­ 
vivors insurance or the specific 
retirement 
system s 
of 
railroad 
and government workers. 
Aver­ 
age p ajm ent was only $24.90 per 
month. 
In contrast, the av era g e paym ent 
for an old person receiving old age 
assistance, 
relief based on 
need, 
was $37.42 per month. 
While about 
19 million 
were 
receiving 
insur­ 
ance paym ents, m ore than 2.2 m il­ 
lion w ere getting old age assistance 
supplied by com bined federal, state 
and local funds. 
So it is clear that one of the basic 
objectives 
of 
the 
social 
security 
prog ram , to do aw ay with as m uch 
need for relief as possible by build­ 
ing up an insurance system which 
w’ould 
pay 
adequate 
benefits, 
is 
m eeting 
with only m ediocre suc­ 
cess. 
R eason for this is the refusal o' 
congress 
(I) to increase the tax 
provision from I per cent, and (2) 
to extend the provisions bringing 
m ore persons under the program . 
At presen t about 34 million persons 
are covered by old age and surv i­ 
vors insurance which includes m ost 
w orkers in co m m erce and industry. 
But there are 22 million left out 
including 5 million farm operators. 
16 million farm laborers, 17 m il­ 
lion dom estic servants, 6 million 
self em ployed, 2 million federal e m ­ 
ployees and 3 million state and local 
governm ent em ployees.

R ustem Bey, I rem em b er was the 
Turkish a m b a ssad o r whom I had to 
interview. 


In all justice, it may not be en­ 
tirely the fault of my diary-mak­ 
ing that I didn’t record the assas­ 
sination of the archduke. 
Nobody 
in America took the tragedy very 
seriously. At that time few Amer­ 
icans expected much cise from 
Europe's royal families but as­ 
sassinations 
or 
less respectable 
peccadillos. 


I ought to have know’n b etter than 
that since I had been helping cover 
the French foreign office for the 
two years preceding. 
But I had 
been drenched with w ar talk over 
there and had shaken it off when 
I returned. 
E urope alm ost im m e ­ 
diately shrank into a dream y do­ 
m ain of picture-book m em ory with 
no 
connection w hatever 
with 
my 
work a day world. 
L ater on, to be sure, there is evi­ 
dence that I, 
on second thought. 
felt I hadn’t done my diary justice 
insofar 
as 
F erd in an d 
was 
con­ 
cerned. 
But I alw ays was feeling 
th at way about m y diary and never 
doing anything about it. 
This, as I said, keeps m y diaries 
from 
having 
the 
slightest 
value 
other than to exude a som ew hat 
conscious-stricken 
odor 
and 
re­ 
m ind me th at the good young days 
were no better than those bad old 
ones insofar as m y habits and con­ 
duct were concerned, for an honest 
diary certainly has to be well edit 
ed to conceal one s true ch aracter. 
You note in its pages som e high 
resolve or noble undertaking which 
w as m ore im portant to you at the 
m om ent of recording than the open­ 
ing of the P a n a m a canal or the re ­ 
sult of a presidential election. 
In 
a short y ear you read it over and 
are 
utterly 
unable to 
recall 
the 
slightest 
thing 
about 
the 
events 
chronicled. 
Som etim es m y old diaries, even 
though 
they 
record 
no 
event 
of 
g ie a t historical significance, sound 
quite timely. 
F o r exam ple on Oc­ 
tober 3. 1914: 


“ Not much doing. 
I don't seem 
to be able to save niv money.** 
. . . October 8: 
“The Belgian 
secretary 
appears, 
we consume 
quantities of beer and tells me his 
life story — a bore, but business.** 
(Just Ute weary 
rout ne of the 
hard-working reporter) 
Fortunately m y space is running 
out. 
Nothing 
is m ore interesting 
to write or read about th an oneself. 
Nothing is less interesting to anyone 
ol e. 
But I wish to prove m y point, 
nam ely, that no m atter how im p o r­ 
tant diary-keeping m ay have been 
for the Churchills, the M arco Polos 
or 
the 
Plutarchs, 
and 
perhaps 
therefore as harm ful as im portant, 
m ine was neither. 
And I marvel that any news­ 
man, press or radio, who lives 
in the midst of alarms, who “ was 
there” 
when 
most 
things 
hap­ 
pened and told all in breathless 
detail via the eopy-drsk or micro­ 
phone 
to 
millions of 
wide-eyed 
readers or listeners would ever 
think of writing 
it down after­ 
ward. 
Nute for instance a recent diary 
entry 
for Ju n e 5. 
1947. which a 
b rin ie clipping 
of even 
date d e ­ 
clares not only vibrantly but with 
perfect inexactitude "m ay go down 
in history as the day of the begin­ 
ning of the real peace after World 
W ar ll.” 
(Lest you have forgotten, 
th at was the day Secretory of S ta ’e 
G eorge C. 
Marshall 
proposed

As a result of 
this refusal, the king ordered young 
maidens brought before him that he 
m ight choose a new queen 
There 
was in the court a Jew. Mordecai, 
who had been brought there from 
Jerusalem . 
He had in his care the 
daughter of his uncle, a beautiful 
m aiden, nam ed Esther. 
Mordecai 
saw here a great opportunity, and 
he brought her before the king She 
was chosen.
